®lorida Celery Growe.s in the late 
winter were marketing in an orderly 
vashion 520 cars or 185,000) crates 
each week, This quota was set by an 
association of growers and shippers 
under authority of the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration at Wash- 
ington, D. C. While shipping was al- | 
lowed to take its normal course, | 
about 600 cars of celery a week were | 
going forward to points north, east, 
and west, Canada was getting its 
share or rather the quantity needed 
to supply the demand at a fair price.

The Dominion chiefs, it was tearn-| 
ed from their delegations, stressed 
the tollowing three points: 

1 Increases in British armaments} 
are recognized as necessary in order 
that Great Britain can continue to 
play an effective role as mediator in 
HNuropean attairs; 

2 Great Britain is expected to take 
risks in Kurope if necessary, even 
without the knowledge of the Domin- 
ions, as it is appreciated that Great 
Britain can achieve more in diploma- 
tic negotiations if her hands are free, 

3 It was pointed out that the Do- 
minions have the right to retrain 
from committing themselves in any} 
obligations that may be incurred by 
the Mother Country, 

Canada and the Union of South Al-
